Two items are on the agenda and are of spe¬ 
cial interest to' the downtown business com¬ 
munity: review of the Mayor’s Parking Task 
Force report recommending a revamping of 
Kersting Court, and discussion of the Mayor’s 
Median Strip Task Force recommendation. 

The Kersting Court design proposal contains

elements Main Street has discussed off and on 
for two years. One such feature is to reduce 
use of Kersting Court as a “short cut” bet¬ 
ween Baldwin Ave. and W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 
Replacement of existing parallel parking on the 
south side with a 30-degree angled parking and 
additional spaces created by the revamping will 
create five new convenience parking spaces on 
Kersting Court. There is concern that the angle 
parking will be snug and some congestion may 
occur at peak shopping hours. Since the 
proposed improvements do not prevent further 
parking modifications to reduce safety prob¬ 
lems or substantial congestion should it 
occur, little or no objection is anticipated. 

Placing a 6 -foot-wide by 4-inch-high median 
in the center of Sierra Madre Blvd. from Bald¬ 
win Ave. to just east of the entrance to the Mari¬ 
posa parking lot is expected to generate a lot of 
discussion. While the rolled curb design does not 
appear to pose substantial problems for our 
police, fire and emergency medical teams, the 
loss of 10 parking spaces on the south side of 
Sierra Madre Blvd. will be controversial. 

The proposal is in response to traffic haz¬ 
ards created by west bound autos making illegal 
left turns into parking on the south side of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. Also at issue is pedestrian safety. 
Westbound commuters from Duarte, Monrovia 
and Arcadia are increasingly using Sierra Madre 
Blvd. to escape congestion on the 210 free¬ 
way, Colorado Blvd. and Foothill. 

Downtown business and property owners 
have received a Main Street/Chamber mailing 
summarizing both proposals, and an invitation 
to attend the December board meeting.

S.M. Historical Society 
to meet Dec, 3 at Brainards 


Fire department participates 
in area mutual events

The Sierra Madre Histo¬ 
rical/Preservation Society 
will hold its Monday, Da-. 
3, 7:30 p.ni. Christmas 
meeting at the home ot 
Jim and Pat Brainard, 
40 Lowell Ave. and the 
public is welcome. Lowell 
runs east and west bet¬ 
ween Baldwin and 
Mt. Trail and is the 
second block below li. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The Brainards tradi¬ 
tionally host the group 
for the December meet¬ 
ing in their lovely 
Craftsman home 
built 80 years ago by 
Ihomas Yerxa as part 
of his 48-acre Bonita 
Vista Ranch. 

Arboretum Curator 
Sandy Snider will pre¬ 
sent the program entitled 
‘‘Anita Baldwin's 
Anoakia.” Anoakia is 
the 20-acre walled estate 
located in Arcadia below 
us on the northwest cor¬ 


ner of Foothill Blvd. and 
Baldwin Ave. Anita’s 
magnificent 50-room 
mansion which was 
designed by architect 
Arthur Benton (who was 
also architect for River¬ 
side’s Mission Inn) is 
located on the estate and 
is presently threatened 
by development. 

After Anita died in 
1939, the property 
became an exclusive 
girls’ high school 
and more recently an 
elementary school 
which moved last year to 
Duarte. The present ow¬ 
ner is Lowry McCaslin, 
himself a developer, who 
became business mana¬ 
ger for Anita when he 
graduated from DSC. 
McCaslin has owned the 
property for close to 
50 years. For several 
years he has wished to 
develop the estate 
and would prefer if 
possible to save the 


mansion. If he sells 
the property other 
developers have no 
wish to keep the home. 

Snider, a popular 
speaker with the His¬ 
torical / Preservation 
group, heads a com¬ 
mittee of concerned 
citizens who are work¬ 
ing to save the mansion. 
The committee has 
gained time by the fact 
that we are now in a 
depressed real estate 
market. McCaslin is also 
considering the site for a 
retirement center. In the 
1970s, when McCaslin 
first attempted develop¬ 
ment at Anoakia, he was 
turned down by the Ar¬ 
cadia Planning Com¬ 
mission for the zone 
change he needed. 

The elegant Italian 
Renaissance - style 
mansion was completed 
in 1913 and is built 
of reinforced con¬ 
crete. Its specifically 


designed peacock lamps 
and chandeliers were by 
Tiffany of New York 
and coordinated with the 
doorknobs. A peacock 
is etched into the glass 
panel entrance door. Both 
the peacock and oak 
leaf are part of the 
design in man) of the 
rooms. The name 
Anoakia is an acronym 
lormed from the first 
letters of Anita’s name 
and oak which is in the 
Baldwin family crest and 
with an “ia” added for 
euphony. 


Anita was a great bene¬ 
factor and was particu¬ 
larly interested in the 
plight of the Indians. 
The home has an 
Indian hall with a 
beautiful Indian mu¬ 
ral designed by famous 
Western artist Maynard 
Dixon and the floor 
laid witu tile: i> an 


Indian pattern. He 
also helped with other 
designs in the house 
and the basement “jinx” 
room has a charming 
fanciful mural of En¬ 
glish fairies and elves by 
Dixon. There was also 
a bowling alley. 


In 1913 the area was 
just farmland and the 
mansion’s large, white- 
tiled kitchen with gas 
and electric stove, three 
walk-in refrigerated food 
lockers, ample storage 
and a telephone system 
connecting the kitchen to 
other parts of the house 
and yard were very ad¬ 
vanced for the time. The 
property also has an 
Olympic-size swimming 
pool, one of the first 
pools in the area and a 
Parthenon building 
that Anita’s son, Bald¬ 
win, used as a gym.

verted into a real estate 
office in the 600 block 
of W. Foothill Blvd. in 
the city of Monrovia. 
One engine company 
from the Arcadia Fire 
Department also res¬ 


ponded to this inci¬ 
dent. 

The second mutual aid 
call was to respond to 
Pomona along with 
engine companies from 
Monrovia, El Monte, La 
Verne and Covina to a 
third alarm fire in a five- 
story (pre-1933 construc¬ 
tion) hotel at 1:10 a.m. 
on Saturday morning. 
This fire consumed the 
entire basement of the 
structure and extended 
into the upper floors of 
the building, according 
to Fire Chief Ed Tracy 
who also reported to the 
Monrovia fire with five 
firefighters. 

Chief Tracy told the 
Sierra Madre News that 
while the department 
honors the mutual aid 
commitments with the 
other surrounding 


cities within Area D of 
Region 1 (which is 
composed of Arcadia, 
Monrovia, El Monte, 
West Covina, Covina, 
La Verne and Po¬ 
mona), “at no time 
is the fire protection to 
the city of Sierra Madre 
jeopardized as resources 
stay within the city to 
respond to any calls for 
assistance and only at a 
maximum four to five fire¬ 
fighters respond as an 
engine company to the 
mutual aid fire. You will 
recall that at the Dec. 6, 
1989, downtown fire, 
mutual aid from the sur¬ 
rounding cities including 
those on the eastern por¬ 
tion of the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley, i.e., La Verne 
and Pomona, assisted the 
local firefighters in 
containing that fire.”

dens,” gave special at¬ 
tention to his Weep¬ 
ing Wall in a segment 
on the Descanso Gar¬ 
den Show. 

Lewis Watanabe is a 
trim, vigorous man with 
an appealing unpreten¬ 
tiousness. He comes 
across as one truly 
involved in the actual 
“hands on” work of 
landscape design, unlike 
architects who might 
simply do the designing 
from behind a computer. 

Watanabe works dif¬ 
ferently from most 
landscape designers. “1 
never wanted to be the 
run of the mill land¬ 
scape architect,” he 
says, admitting with a 
laugh that for one thing. 


unlike others in the field 
who draw and spell out 
every detail, he does 
no drafting. Instead, he 
goes in, surveys the 
area, and develops a 
plan in his mind. 

He approaches the site 
as an artist approaches a 
blank canvas and creates 
a picture with plant ma¬ 
terials. Like a painter, 
he decides on a basic 
color, or style (such as 
English or Oriental 
garden). He experi¬ 
ments by putting in base 
plants and then pro¬ 
ceeds to bring in the 
additional plants he 
thinks will complete 
the picture. 

Although Lew likes 
to involve the client 


and is sensitive to 
their preferences, the 
artist in him most 
enjoys having free reign. 
His specialty are gar¬ 
dens designed with Orien¬ 
tal flavor, but not Japa¬ 
nese gardens in the 
strictest sense. 

“I’m drawn to this 
type of garden by a 
sense of peace and 
serenity which comes 
from the combination 
of nature’s elements:
